AMOUNT OF FOOD, NOT - 

PRICE OFTEN TELLS 

VALUE OF PURCHASE 

With food prices as they are at 
present, the best practice is to 
learn how much actual edible food 
you are buying for the money 
you spend, says Mary Morr of the 
foods ang nutrition department of 
Michigan State College’s school 
of home economics. 

Citing an example, she says a 
homemaker may go to the meat 
market and find that beef short 
ribs are only 49 cents per pound 


jand ground beef is 69 cents per 


pound. 

It might seem that the short 
ribs would be the better buy, 
considering only the price per 
pound. But check the amount of 
actual meat or the number of serv- 
ing portions that come from each 
type of meat on the pound basis, 
she suggests. 

Short ribs are almost 50 _ per- 
cent waste in the bone that is 
purchased, so that only two or 
possibly three servings come from 
each pound of short ribs. On the 
other hand, the ground beef is alli 
meat as it is purchaseg there is no 
waste in the form of bone or ex- 
cess fat so that you can count on 
four serving portions from one 
pound of ground beef. 

The National Nutrition _ Coun- 
cil recommends that a_ well-bal- 
anced day’s meals include one 
four-ounce portion of protein food 
in the form of meat, fish, poultry 
or their equivalent in the form of 
eggs and cheese. 

-In planning to meet these re- 
quirements for a family of four, it 
would be necessary to purchase 
a pound of ground beef—but two 
pounds of the short ribs to furnish 
an equal amount of meat. 

Miss Morr points out that the 
one pound of short ribs at 49 
cents a pound would be the more 
expensive purchase, for it will 
take two pounds or 98 cents worth 
of the short ribs to give the same 
amount of meat that is purchased 
in he pound of ground beef at 69 
cents a pound.

Mac Uroes Action Against China: 
Farm Land Prices at Record Peak | 


MAN WITH A MISSION—At last, much to the relief of the aver- 
age home-towner, the emotional thinking that manifested itself with the 
return of Gen, Douglas MacArthur to the United States, gave way to con- 
siderable sober reasoning as the general testified before congress con- 
cerning the cause and results of his removal as commander in the Pacific. 


Stripped of the superficial, the general’s testimony revealed him a 
man with a burning mission—to bring the Korean conflict to a swift and 
successful conclusion. His objective was no different from that of the 
administration, except by the method it could be reached. 

Unfortunately, at one point the 

general allowed himself to be ma- 
neuvered by the politicians into 
an all-out attack on the adminis- 
tration. He did not question, how- 
ever, President Truman’s:author- 
ity to remove him, and he ad- 
mitted he had expressed the opin- 
ion that the Chinese would not in- 
tervene in the conflict. 

But he called again for air at- 

tacks on China proper, a naval 
_ blockade and use of Chinese Na- 
tionalist troops. At this point he 
said he did not believe this would 
draw. Russia into the fight. He 
added that Russia was in no shape 
-for an all-out war in Asia. 
MacArthur’s expressed opinion 
that there is no end in sight for 
the Korean conflict and that some 
policy should be worked out to end 
the war, appealed to the man on 
Main Street. The question now 
facing the nation is whether to 
follow the general’s policy and 
risk all-out war in Asia, or con- 
tinue with the more cautious one 
advocated’ by the. administration.

Ed Rebman, county soot ‘agent, 
says the demands for alfalfa and 
clover for hay and seed purposes 
exceed the demands to use these 
crops for green manure. He also 
points out that some of the more 
depleted soils cannot produce 
clover or alfalfa satisfactorily. 
Buckwheat is the best crop for a 
summer green manure, the agent 
believes. 

Several steps are necessary to 
get a good seeding of buckwheat 
for a green manure crops, accord- 
ing to Calahan, First, the soil 
must be tested and limed to raise 
the pH to 6.5. Seed buckwheat in 
early June at a rate of 1% bulhels 
an acre on a well prepared _ seed- 
bed. At least 300 pounds of 10-6- 
4, fertilizer an acre should be us- 
ed. In August, .when the first 
blossoms appear and well ahead of 
seed setting, disc down the buck-. 
wheat.

CONSERVATION DEPART- 
MENT WARNS BRUSH 
BURNERS AND SMOKERS 


Spring forest fire hazard is at 
a peak, the conservation depart- 
ment warns brush burners and 
smokers, 

Burning permits are being can- 
celled by conservation and fire 
officers in some areas. 

Latest and largest loss of the 
spring danger period, 101 fires and 
653 acres damage, jumps the 
total so far to 308 fires and 2,644 
acres damage. Ninety-one of the 
latest fires were above the Bay 
City-Muskegon line, with a_ total 
of 200 acres burned in the Glad- 
win district. Biggest single fire of 
the season, in the eastern Huron 
mountain area northwest of Mar- 
quette, ravished about 120 acres. 

“We need warm spring rains 
in northern lower and upper pen- 
insula counties,’ says Durward 
Robson, department field admin- 
istration chief. “Dry, brown veg- 
etation is ready to pop out with 
a coat of green—with a little 
moisture.” 

The department again points 
out to brush and vegetation burn- 
ers who insist on reducing their 
soil fertility that department 
burning permits are required. 
And that they can be cancelled 
the local conservation or fire of- 
ficer should the local hazard _ sit- 
uation demand. 

Fishermen and other travelers 
are cautioned not to throw to- 
bacco ashes and matches out of 
car windows.

When the month of May rolls 

’round, it’s time to go fly fishin’ in 
earnest. Natural insects—like the 
‘caddis, stone, and May flies— are 
hatching along the bottoms of streams, 
and taking wing as adults. This is 
when you want to be on hand with 
your wet and dry flies, 

Some of these “hatches” occur early 

in the morning, some around midday, 
and others in the evening. Weather 
and water temperatures have their 
effects on insect breeding. You have 
to examine the stream beds closely, 
watch the actions of the trout, and 
- Jook for swarms above the water. 

If the fish are grubbing for live 
nymphs along the bottom, rig up 
your 2-piece “Silver Lake” wet fly ac. 
tion tubular glass fly rod 8% feet in 
Jength, attach a Sportcraft single ac. 
tion fly reel having 100 yard line 
capacity, and add two coils of Old 
Gold level fly line in size G or H. 
For a lure use a hard-body creeper 
nymph, 

Here’s a very good combination, 
fellows, for the special form of nymph 
fishing. With it, you’ll need from 6 to 
12 feet of level nylon leader material, 
for your line must be well out of sight 
of the fish in low and clear water. 

While the insects are changing from 
nymphs to adults, and are working 
upward to the surface, you'll want to 
try the larger “fly” nymphs and dab- 
ble these slowly along a quiet pool, 
part way up from the bottom. Or 
select a dull or plain pattern of wet 
fly and clip its wings to make a small 
lure—then dabble this through the 
water. 

If it’s the period when the mature 
insects are submerging to begin a new 
hatch of flies, then the full-sized wet 
flies in different patterns will be suc- 
cessful. To know which of these are 
best, and the hook sizes to use, Old Hi 
suggests you send for a free copy of 
his fresh water booklet called “Fish- 
ing For The Millions.”

You'll find them 
along both the Atlantic and Pacific 
coastlines, ready to strike your lure 
and fight hard. 

Near Weldon, N. C., for example, 
a tremendous spawning run of striped 
bass occurs up the Roanoke River 
from about mid-April until mid-May, 
and nearly everyone heads for the 
river. Many fishermen even camp 
nearby. Offshore there are good 
stretches of beach for casting and 
trolling.

{demonstrate to farmers the pro- 


duction and utilization of legumes 
and grasses in good farming pro- 
grams, 

E. D. Longnecker extension soils 
specialist at Michigan State Col- 
lege, says demonstrations have 
been set up at each of the six 
host farms by MSC agricultural 
county agricultural agents. 

- Longnecker believes that a good 
balance of hay and pasture in the 
farm cropping program is essent- 
ial to protect the soil. Tests con- 
ducted by the college show the use 
of legumes in crop rotations not 
only conserves and builds up the 
soil, but pays bigger returns over 
a five-year period. 

Experiments on the Lee Ferden 
farm in Saginaw county show that 
rotations with alfalfa included in 
two years of a five-year rotation 
were most profitable. A one-year 
use of alfalfa grosses $21.50 less 
per acre over the five-year period. 
When no legume or grass was us- 
ed, the income was $50 less ‘per 
acre than when two years of alf- 


alfa were included in the five- 
year rotation. 
Michigan farmers will find 


many helpful demonstrations at 
the various Grass Day programs to 
be held throughout the state in 
June. Featured events will be 
demonstrations of proper methods 
of seeding, management, harvest- 
ing and using legume and hay 
crops. 

Specialists from Michigan State 
College and cooperating agencies 
will be on hand to explain the ex- 
hibts and to discuss induvidual 
problems with visiting farmers. 

Machinery demonstrations will 
be conducted during the after- 
noon sessions of the all-day events.
